Next hee ſhall ſce that every man be well and 
ſufficiently Armed with good and allewable 
Armes , Taatis to ſay, all his Pikemen ſhall have 
good Combe-caps. for. their heads, welt lined 
with quilted Caps, Curaces for;their bodies of 
-nimble and good mould, being high pike. proofe, 
large and well. compaſt Gordgets ' for their 
Neckes, Fayre and cloſe joyned” Fathes,  to- 
arme to the mid-thigh , , as. for. the Pouldrom; or 
the YZ anthrace, they may be ſparcd, becauſe they: 
are but cumberſome. All this Armour is to be ra- 
ther of Ruſlet, Sanguine, or Blacke colour, then 
"vg or Milld, for it will kcepe the longer from: 
ruſt. | oy wal | 
Theſe ſhall have ſtrong, ſtraight, yet nimble Pikes 
' of Aſh- wood, well headed with Steele,. andarmed 
with plates downward.from the head, atleaſt foure 
foore, and the full fize or. length pf cvcry Pike: ſhall: 
be fifreene foote, befide the head, 

Thefe Pikemegghall alſo have good, ſharpe, and, 
broade Swords'(of which the Turkic or Bilboc are. 
beſt ) ſtrong Scabbards, chapt with Icon, Girdle, 
Hangers, or Bautticke of rong Leather ; andlaſt-

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ly, if to the Pikemans Headpiece be faſtned a ſmall 
ring of Iron} and tothe right fide of his Backpeece 
( below his Girdle ) an Iron hooke, to hang: his 
Stecle cap vpon, it wilPbe a great eaſe tothe Soul- 
dicr , and a nimble carriage in the time of long

All his Muſquetiers ſhall be armed in good 
combe-caps upon their Heads. About their bodies 
Bautrickwiſe from the lefr ſhoulder under the right 
arme, they ſhall carry Bandiliers of broad Leather, 
having made faſt unto them at leaſt twelve or thir- 
teene charges of wood or horne, well covered with 
Leather, and hanging by large long ſtrings, that 
with caſe they may be brought to the mouth of the 
Pecce, And theſe Charges muſt containe Powder 
according to the bore and bigneſle of the Piece by 

due meaſure, . | 
| They ſhall alſohave Swords,Girdles, Hangers, 
or Bautrickes, and Bullet bags, in which they ſhall 
carrie their Moulds, Bullets, Wormes, Screwes, 
Rammer, and Priming Iron. 

Alſo they ſhall have good and ſufficient Muſ- 
quets, of true ſize and bore, with cleane Barrels, 
and ſtraight ſcouring ſticks, headed at the one end' 
wich Rammers of horne, ſutableto the bore of rhe 
Piecc, and at the other,-with boxes of iron in which 
to ſcrew their wormes, iton Rammers, and the like.

For the Formes or manner of Trayning ; That The formes 
forme is onely to be followed, which ſhall be ſoo- of training. 


neſt and eafteſt learnd, and of moſt vic for all kind 
of ſervice whatſocuer, and which I take to bee this 
Forme following. 


' Firſt you ſhall draw your Company: into ewo Imbatrailing 
Battalions, or ſquare Bodies ( the Pikes by them- of mens 


ſelues, and rhe Shot by themſelves ) which Bodies 
ſhall conſiſt of Ranks and Files, and you thall draw 
_ them foorth by Files or tens, man after man, or if 
they be much diſorderly and vncapable, then draw 
them forth by haife Files or fives, and when they 
are fo placed, by doubliag thoſe halfe Files, you 
may bring them to whole Files; which done, then 
placing the Pikes in the midſt, wing them on either 
hand with your Shot, wherein if you have Har. 
quebuſhes ( whichare now out of ule with us ) you! 
ſhall then give to your Muſquetires the prioririe of 
place,that is, they ſhall make che ommoſt Files. 
both of the right and left hand, | 
Now fora Ranke, youſhall' vnderftand it is a 
Row of yen placed Pouldron to Pouldr.n, or 
Shoulder tro Shoulder,their faces being directed all 
one way ; Anda File is a. Sequence of men ſtan-

from the firſt ro the laſt man, And ir is taken from 
| the French word /z Fils fignifiyng 'a Thridd ,' be- 
' cauſe men ſtand long wiſe and ſtraight like a thrid, 
and the Files conſiſt of ſingle men downeward , as 
the Ranks conſiſt of ſingle men overthwart. 

Now theſe Files in tome Diſcipline are called 
Flankes , becauſe they doc flanker, or wall in the 
Battalia, and the Rankes are called Fronts , be- 
cauſe they ſtand formoſt and doe as it were affronc 
the Battayles , and looke vpon the enemy , but in 
eruth none can properly be called the Front but 

the Ranke which ſandeth formoſt , nor any File 
be called a Flanke; bur thoſe which ſtand outmoſt, 
yer all are Ranks, and all are Files, 'and therefore 
thoſe two names arc without contradiction, Now 
laſtly you ſhall underſtand, that a Ranke may con- 
fiſt of as many men as you pleaſe ( according to 
the number of your company.) Bur a File (howe- 
ver the Spaniards and 1alians vie it in uncertaine 
depth) ought never to be vboue ten perſons deepe, 
(except ir be in marching or 1n moſt eſpeciall fer- 
vice, where advantage of ground requireth the 
contrary ) The reaſon thereof, being that the firſt 
man having done his dutic in diicharging his 
piece, may in the ſpace that nine other mca ſhall 
do their duries , an:l diſcharge rhe1r pieces diftinct- 
ly. one after another, be againe in readynes & make 
his. firſt place good, there ro diſcharge his piece 
againe. Beſides it is the readieſt and beſt way for. 
the drawing of Groſles and great numbers, into a- 
ny forme that you pleaſe, becayſe according to 
this diſcipline , cvcry hundred naen make a full 
Wd ol = 
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Square, that is to ay, juſt ten every way. 

This done you fhall divide one hundred men 
iato foure Corporall ſhipps or Squadrons, and cve- 
ry Squadron, into as many Files as the number wil 
beare, and every File into Fellowſhips or Camera. 
does. The Corporal of every Squadron , ſhall be 
the leader of the chiefeſt file of the Squadron, and 
the Larſpreſasdo (who in the Corporalls abſence, 
as u guard or otherwiſe, doth all the Corpo- 
ralls duties ) ſhall leade another file, and the moſt 
ſufficient Gentlemen of every Squadron ſhall be the 
leaders of the reſt, | 

Now for the eſpeciall duties of theſe two offi- 
cers (which is the Corporal, and the Lanſpreſado ) 


you ſhall underſtand that the Corporalss chiefeſt du. 


tic is upon guards at night, after the watch is ſer, 
and the ſentinells placed, where ſo ſoone as the 
Sentinell ſhall call upon any approach, he ſhall im- 
mediately goc with his Sword drawne, or in eſpe- 
ciall caſes (where the Enemy lodgeth neare ) with 
a guard of two at leaſt (being a Pike and a Short ) 
unto the Sentinell, and making his Guard ſtand up- 
ol their guard, he ſhall place rhe point of his ſword 
ro the breaſt of him that is to give the Word, whe- 
ther he be Rounder, or other private paſſenger, 
and ſo with his care to his mouth very cloſely re- 
ceive the Wora, which it it be righe,he ſhall givethe 
partie paſſe ; if otherwiſe, he ſhall take him priſo- 
ner and difarme him, and either keepe him- upon 
his guard, or els deliver him to his ſuperior Offi- 


cer : But if any reſiſtance ſhall be offered, then it ſhall 
be lawfull for him to kill him. Wo: 
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* ©  Alfothe Corporal ſhall in the time of fervice ſee 
that 'every Souldier in his Squadron have his 

. Armes neare,cleane and handſome, that they be 

not unfurniſhed - of Powder, Match, and Bullet, 

and the Lenſpreſado ( as was before ſaid) ſhall in 

the abſence of the Corporall doe all the Corporalls 

daries, and in therime of reſt he ſhall call upon his 
Squadron, and fee them drefle, trimme, and_ fcoure 

their Armes and Weapons, and teach t how 

beſt rodoe the ſame. And alſo he ſhall ſee them caft

In teaching the uſe of Short, the Souldicr muſt yſofthe Sho” 
firſt learne how to carry his Piece, then how to | 
preſent ir, and to take his levell, and how and when 
cogive his volley with thoſe in his Ranke. All 
which ſhall be more plainly deſcribed when wee 
come to ſpeake of Poſtures : And this part of Inſtru- 
Rion is the proper office of the Sericants of Com- 
panies, for they ſhould bothteachthe Shot the uſe 
of their Armes, and be their Leaders in Service, if 
by an eſpeciall commandement, a ſuperior Ofh- 
ccr be nor appointed. | , 

In teaching to give volleys the aticient and vul. How to give © 
gar manner of diſcipline (which is that the whole Volley 
valley ſhall be given of all the Shotin one pattalia, 
or Troop, at one inſtant, as well of them behinde as 
before) is viterly to be condemned ; For either the 


fore through che heads, orels will overſhoot, and ſo 
ſpend their Shor unprofitably : Beſides, the volley 
being once given, the encmy comes on without 
impeachment or annoyances But in ſtcad of this 
kind of volley art once (which onely ſerves to make 
a grearcrack ) let the firſt Ranke onely give their 
volley, and if the Batralia march, then that Ranke V!c5s mar- 
which hath giventheir volleyto ſtand, and the fe. © 
cond to paſle through it, and ſo give their volley 
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d thento ſtand, and the third tocome up, and ſo

conſequently all che Rankes. 


Bur ifthe Battalia ſtand, then the firſt Ranke ha- 
viog given their volley ,ſhall fall backe tothe Reare, 
cither in Wheele or in Counter-march (according 
to the pumber of perſons in the Ranke.) And the 
ſecond Ranke come into their places, and ſo the 
third, and fourth, till the firſt Ranke be come to 
their places againe, and 1o to continue to the end 


of commandement. 


But if the Bartalia ſhall fall backe or retire and 
looſe ground; then ſhall all the Shor ſtand ill, and 
no man advance a foote of ground Bat the firſt 


Ranke in its due place ſhall give their volley, and 
then fall backe behinde the laſt Ranke, and thea the 


fecond Ranke ſhall give their volley in their due --. 
place, and fo fall behinde the firſt, and in the ſame 


manner all the reſt, till they have loſt ſo much 
ground as to the Commander ſhall ſeeme conye. 
nieat : And fo the volley ſhall be ſtill continued, 
whether in Marching, Standing, or Retyring, and 
the enemy never free from annoyance; All which 
is caſily performed, if before the Motion you doe 
make all y out Shot open their Files well, cither to 
one or the other hand. 

There are two other wayes of giving fire, the one 
upon advancement, the other, upon a ſwift and 
ſpecdy retrayt : That upon advancement towards 


an enemy when your men $kirmiſh looſe and diſ-_ 


banded, muft be done by Rankes in this manner 


. Two Rankes nuft alwayes make ready together, 


and advance tenne paces forwards before the bo 


dic, 
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die, at which diſtance a Sergeant or, (when the bo- 
dy is great) [ome other officer muſt ſtand,to whom 
the Muſquetiers are to come up before they pre- 
ſent and give fire firſt, the firſt Ranke, and whileſt 
the firſt gives fire, the ſecond Ranke keepe their 
Muſquets clole to their refts, and their pans guar- 
ded ; and as ſoone as the firſt are falne away , the 
ſecond preſently preſent and give fire, and fall aft- 
terthem : Now as ſoone as the two firſt Rankes 
doe move from their places inthe Front, the two 
Rankes next it muſt unſhoulder their Muſquets, 
and make ready, ſo as they. may advance forwards 
tenne paces, as before , as ſoone as the two firſt 
Rankes are fallen away, and are ro doe in all 
ints as the former; ſo all the other Rankes. 
throughthe whole divifion muſt doe the ſame by 


twoes one after another. | | 
The mannerof giving fire in a ſwift retrayt is as do. md angh 

the deviſion marcheth away, the hindermoſt ranke 

of all (keeping ſtill with the deviſion ) maketh 

readie, and being ready, the Souldiers in that ranke 

turne altogether to the right hand, and give fire, 

Marching preſently away a good round pace ta 

the Front, and there place themſelves in Ranke to- 

octher, juſt before the Front; 'As ſoone as the firit 

Ranketurne, to give fire, the Ranke next it makes 


ready, and doth as the former, and fo the reſt. 


Nexttothe Carriage of armes, you (hall: teach 
the knowledge of Diftar.ce or Separation of places; Diſtance of 
being accounted a certaine oxderly ſpace berweene place 
File and File, Ranke and Ranke, in ſuch order and 
C 3 nNta- 
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meaſure as the Capraine ſhall be diſpoſed ro nomi- 

9 nate, which not being obcyed, the whole body of 
[ * the Bartaliaris put our of order, and neither carrying 
NF; proportion, nor true ſhape, are as men in rout or 
diforder z Therefore it ought carefully ( of all 
things) to be obſcryed and uſed according to the 
limication or fitneſſe of every Motion; For the Sta- 
tions of all Military perſons, and the Motions in 
Armes, are not alwayes certaine, or in one ſteady 
rule, but doe continually interchange and alter 
agrecable one with another; And the uſe of this 
Diſtanceis both 'in Rankes and Files, in Marches, 
and in Motions, In Files, as when they ſtand or 
march at the firſt Diſtence, which is called Cloſe, 
that isro ſay, Pouldron to pouldron, or Shoulder 
to Shoulder, orwhenthey ſtand or march at the 
ſecond DiFence, which is called Cloſe, andis a foote 
and ahalfe diſtance man from man, or when they 
ſtand or march art the third 4iſtence, wich is called 
Order, Which is three foote man from man; or 
whenthey ſtand or march at the fourth and laſt Di» 
ance, which is called Open Order, and is fixe foote 
tweene perſon and perſon. 

Solikewiſe in Rankes to ſtand or march Cloſes? 
is to be at the Swords poynt; to ſtand or march 
Cioſe is three foote, to ſtand, or march at Order, is 
{xe foote; and to ſtand or march ar Oper Order, is 
ever twelve foote. | 

— Now there be ſome Commanders which vary in 
the nomination of theſe termes, though not in 
| ith ' Dnanittie or Diſtance, for they will have Cloſe in 
a Files to be Powdron to Pouldron ; Order, a toote

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and an hal fe ; Open-Order three foote, and Double. 
diftance ſixe foote , and ſo omit the word Cloſeft. . . 


And ſo likewiſe in Rankzs, Cloſe they will have 
rothe Swords point, Order three foote, Open-Or- 
der ſix foote and Double-diſlance twelve foote , and 
ſo not the Cloſeſt at all. 

Others vary it attother way, and will have but 
threc Diſtances, that istoſayz Open Order , which 
they will have to be ſix foote both berweene ranke 
and fyle z Order three foote betweene Ranke and 
Fylezand C/sſe order a foote and an halie berweene 
Fyle and Fyle, and three foote betweene Ranke 
and Ranke, and when they come to open Rankes, 
then they commande Dexble-diftanceatio , which 
they make twelve foote, andioby ſteps come to 
the fourth diſtancealſo,butlI preferre the fitft diſci- 
plinc, and hold the words fully as ſignificant and 
moſt in uſe, which aboveall things areto be eſtee- 
med and imitated,

Next unto diſtanceof place, is to be taught Mar- | 


ches and Motions, and in teaching of Marches, af- 
ter every man knowes his place, and is willed to 
obſerve his fyle and ranke[n a plaine March, there 
is no hardneſle, nor yet in a Counter-march, ifthe 
Leaders of the fyles be well choſen, and that eyery 


man obſerve well him that goes next before him- 


Belides, if there be any little diſorder, the Officers 
keeping a good eye, and being every one of them 
in their due place, will eafily reforme it. 
R Now for the places of the Officers, they are 
theſe :

Now from theſe Colours, and their mhutures, 

are derived many baſtard and diſhonorable Colors, 
as Carnation, Orengtawnie, Popeniey, and ſuch like, 
all which have baſtardly fignifications, as Craft, 
pride, wantonneſſe, and ſuch like ; of which who 
ſois deſirous to underſtand, Ict him looke into Du 
Tillet, and other French Authors, and he ſhall. gaine 
ſatisfaion, For mine owne part, fince they apper- 
taine notunco honor, I will here omit them , an& 
tothofe free ſpirits-that have gaind theſe noble pla. 
ces; from theſe conſiderations leave them to their 
owne Elections, and Compoſitions, with theſe 
few adyertiſcinents following.
